THE SHERIFF'S QUEST. 
HE 1s AFTER’ AN EMRBEZZLER 
NAMED HAZARD, 


Who Took in and Did For a Num- 
ber of Legal Gentlemen of This 

- City to the Tune of a Thousand 
Dollars. 


The mysterious journey which Sher- 
iff Martin Aguirre and Detective W. 
M. Brady have taken north has been 
the subject of no little comment dur- 
ing the past few days, and all efforts 
to ascertain the object of the trip have 
heretofore proved unavailing. Various 
guesses have been made, and there 
have been rumors flying about that 
they went after Drane, the absconding 
secretary of the San Pedro Lumber 
Company, or A. L. Teele, the missing 
real-estate man, who recently created 
aday’s sensation by his mysterious 
flight with a mysterious woman. The 
Sheriff has now been absent about a 
week, and all inquiries at his office 
and among his deputies have been met 
with the most alarming assumption of 
innocence and lack of knowledge. 

It was definitely ascertained by a 
Times reporter yesterday, however, 
that the trip was made to arrest and 
bring back a man now under indict- 
ment by the Grand J for embezzle- 
ment, whose name is ge Hazard; 
that the vigilant and able Sheriff and 
Mr. Brady have their man in custody 
at Seattle, and that they will arrive 
with the prisoner ina few days. The 
District Attorney’s office and the 
Sheriff’s office have been at work on 
the case for some time, and some very 
fine detective work has been done by 
Sheriff Aguirre himself and Detective 
Brady to locate Hazard. 

The crime which Hazard is alleged 
to have committed and for which he 
was indicted by the Grand Jury dates 
back several mouths. Many citizens 
will remember bim as the man who 
sold Memoirs of Gen. John C. Fre- 
mont.“ Ho is a lame man and walked 
with a cane. Heclaimed to be a mem- 
ber of the Grand Army of the, Repub- 
lic, and was of a Joquacious and argu- 
mentative turn. He called at many of 
the business-houses and residences of 
the city with the book, and took quite 
a large number of subscriptions for it, 
which he sold at 88. and sometimes $7, 
if he could get it. He represented him- 
self as the agent of the book, and not 
merely as a solicitbr. He seemed to 
feel more at home among the lawyers 
than any other one class of men, and 
was frequently to be seen in the offices 
of leading attorneys.

Several months ago 
eral lawyers in the city and represented 
to them that he was hard up for 
money, and that he had a quantity of 
books in the Wells-Fargo express 
office which he could not get out with- 
out paying for them. He was seem- 
ingly much distressed about his situa- 
tion, representing that he had the 
books subscribed for and that it was 
necessary for him to arrange in some 
manner to deliver the books and get 
the money with which to pay for them. 
He told his story to several gentlemen, 
and they finally interested themselves 
in the matter, among others C. C. 
Stephens, Esq., and quite a number of 


money, he would turn it over to E. P. 
Sutherland. The whole affair was ad- 
justed satisfactorily and the gentle- 
men thought no more about it, believ- 
ing Hazard to be all right. 

n a few days after that, however, it 
was discovered that he had taken the 
notes to tlie California National Bank 
and discounted them, obtaining some- 
thing in the neighborhood of $1000. 
With this boodle Hazard left the city 
of Los Angeles and left no traces 
behind him. The matter was placed 
in the hands of District Attorney 
Frank P. Kelly and Sheriff Aguirre, 
and their investigation resulted in the 
indictment above mentioned. 

It was ascertained that Hazard did 
not have nor had he any books in the 
express office. Instead of being the 
agent for the book, he was only a so- 
licitor, who bought the books he sold 
from the agent; in other words, he was 
a “‘book-peddler,” merely that and 
nothing more. e collected for the 
books sold right along, so that he 
did not, as he said, owe a large sum 
for books. He played an exceedingly 
slick “ee on the gentlemen who had 
helped him, believing that he was an 
unfortunate and crippled man, en- 
deavoring to earn an honest living. Of 
course they were obliged to take care 
of the notes, which they did, although 
it went sorely against the grain. It 
was a very mean and despicable trick, 
and particularly when the indorsers 
were actuated only by unselfish motives 
in the transaction. 

went to San Francisco, 
where he squandered most of the 
money. His whereabouts was learned 
by a letter, which he wrote to Mr. 
Sutherland from that city. It wasa 
pitiful, whining letter which he 
said that he had spent the money, and 
had no means to meet the notes. He 
said that he regretted it, but could not 
help it, and, when the letter was re- 
ceived, he would be on his way to Brit- 
ish Columbia.

But, in spite of 
his twisting and squirming, the Sheriff 
has held to his man, and it is believed 
that he cannot get away by any sharp 
practice, because Aguirre is not the 
man to be easily turned. from a pur- 
pose he once forms. 

Hazard, itis understood, is wanted 
in other places besides Los Angeles 
for transactions that will not bear the 
light of investigation. His past record 
is not known definitely, but it is said 
that he once inthe East, probably in 
Illinois, held a position as County 
Clerk or Recorder, and that there are 
certain things which rendered bis con- 
tinued residence in the locality of.

In 
order to qualify him for his life 
work, George took his son from busi- 
ness and sent him for six months to 
Edinburgh University. On his return 
Robert assisted his father in the sur- 
vey of the Stockton and Darlington 
Railroad, on which the locomotive en- 
gine was ‘first successfully tried. Curi- 
ously enough of the 18 contracts in 
which the line was originally let, one- 
seventh were completed by the original 
contractors. Eleven firms were ruined 
by their contracts, which were relet to 
others at advanced prices, or were a 
ried on and finished by the company. 
Robert Stephenson’s reputation as an 
engineer was now estabiished, and in 
one session of Parliament he uppeared 
as engineer for no fewer than 33 new 
schemes. His work was enormous and 
his income larger than ever fell to any 
man in his proiession. The first loco- 
motive engine proved upon trial to 
operate successfully, was his inven- 
tion. Robert Stephenson died on the 
12th of October, 1859, and was honored 
with a burial in Westminster Abbey. 
JOHN EAGER HOWARD, 
a soldier of the Revolution, was born 
in Maryland in 1752. He commanded 
a regiment at Germantown, where he 
did gallant service. At the battle of 
the Cowpens, he saved the fortunes of 
the day by a brilliant bayonet charge, 
said to have been the first effective use 
of the ve oes by the patriots. He 
was voted a medal by Congress for 
this service. He was severely wounded 
at Eutaw, and gained distinction in 
other battles. After the return of 
peace he was a member of Congress, 
Governor of Merviana and United 
States Senztor. When war with 
France was imminent, Washington 
appointed hima brigadier-general. He 
died October 12, 1827.
